Claims 1-1 1 would be allowable if amended to overcome objection to claims under 37 
CFR 1 .74in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and any 
intervening claim. 

Examiner's statement of reasons for Allowance 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: For claims 
12-14 no prior art of record was found for a method to handle a hand-over procedure of 
a mobile telecommunication terminal coupled to a second telecommunication 
terminal via a media gateways of a mobile access network (UTRAN) and an 
intermediate gateway of a packet switching network , in said method the media 
gateways that are coupled to a mobile terminal generate reference values of a 
predetermined series, encapsulate data from the mobile terminal into packets and 
associate each packet with a distinct one of said reference values, the reference values 
of a first predetermined series generated by the first media gateway different from the 
reference values of a second predetermined series generated by said second media 
gateway , said intermediate gateway calculates the difference between a reference 
value of said second predetermined series received from said second 

media gateway and a corresponding reference value of said first 
predetermined series. 
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The prior art of record and relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's disclosure: 
US patent 6,845,238 discloses handover for wireless telecommunications, including a 
UTRAN network and an IP network. 

US patent No. 6,466,556 discloses handover of packet data flows comprising a serving 
and a drift gateway as well as an anchor gateway transmitting RTP packets.
